My dear Mr. Browne: 

Permit me to congratulate you on the March issue of the Kiwanis Club Magazine. I am sure that 
you will not object to being congratulated on the appearance and the reading matter in that issue. When 
that copy was distributed among the membership of the Milwaukee Club there were several remarks as to 
where Milwaukee came in under that magazine in that particular number. I appreciate that the maga- 
zine is covering the National field, but under the heading, “The Western Way,” we felt that we might 
be given a few lines as to what we did do in what you call “The Western Way,” or better stated per- 
haps, the Middle West. I am writing you this letter to give you just a little bit of an idea of what the 
Milwaukee Club is accomplishing. As you know, we started in with 152 charter members. When our 
annual dues came to be collected we succeeded in retaining the membership of all of these but eight. To- 
day our membership is reaching towards 200, and our average attendance at our meetings runs over 100. 

Our meetings are unusually enthusiastic. If a member misses a meeting we write him a letter that after- 
noon and tell him that we missed him at the meeting, and look for him at our next. 

You know we put through the special edition of our local paper. We have done many other little 
things, such as sending $100 to the Associated Charities for Christmas, and in many other ways seeking 
to fill a position in the community which the Club should. At the present time we are putting through 
an electric sign proposition, which might interest vou. We expect to put up the largest electric sign in | 
the city of Milwaukee. On the top of that sign will be the Kiwanis Club emblem with a large electric 
“K” in the center. Below comes the word “Milwaukee” in letters ten feet high; the next line the letters 
are eight feet high, and the word is “Boosters ;” following that comes the names of 100 members of the 
Kiwanis Club—every six seconds a flash is changed and brings out a new name. This little piece of | 
advertising will cost the Club $500 a month for a year. Each member whose name appears on this sign 
pays $5 a month, so you see the total expenses to the Club members for that sign will be $6,000 for a year. 

That sign will be on the highest building in the city, and one will be able to see it away out on the lake 
as the harbor of Milwaukee is approached. 
I have to-day written the Statler Hotel at Detroit reserving accommodations for the convention. 
T am going to mail you in a few days photographic copies of the officers and board of directors 
of the Milwaukee Club. And I am frank to say that we are coming to Detroit to try to get Milwaukee 
represented in the National body, and I hope that we may have your support in that undertaking.

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THE DETROIT CONVENTION

HE second annual convention of |Kiwanis 
Clubs will be held in the City of Detroit, 

Mich., May 17th, 18th and 19th. 
Those who have in times past spent 
a vacation in the “City of the Straits” will need no 
urging to attend the next International session ; 
but for the benefit of the new comer to Detroit, 
it will not be amiss to tell of some of the good 

things in store for this gala time. 

Detroit appeals to the imagination as a city 
possessing a charm and delightful natural beauty 

as a place “where life is worth living.” 

Its geographical location, its island resorts, 
the wonderful Detroit River, wide streets and 
fine homes make it an ideal place to hold a con- 
vention. 

In point of population it is the seventh city of 
the United States, having a population of 750,000. 

The resorts where you will be entertained by 
the Detroit Kiwanis Club, ably led by President 
Donald A. Johnson, are so numerous that a new 
one can be visited every day for an almost in- 
definite period. Chief among these is Belle Isle, 
owned by the city and located at the eastern ex- 
tremity of the river. lt cannot be equaled by any 
other resort in the world. Containing several 
hundred acres it is traversed by innumerable 
canals upon which, in the summer season, thous- 
ands of canoes and small boats float and drift in 
the soft summer haze. Many thousands of varie- 
ties of trees, shrubs and flowers grow in pro- 
fusion, and this, coupled with the horticultural 
building, presents an opportunity to view the 
growing fauna of almost the entire world. 

The aquarium contains all varieties of fresh 
and salt water fish, while the world has been 
searched far and wide to complete and perfect 
the zoological gardens. 

Here are located the boat clubs, yacht clubs 
and bathing beaches. 

In addition to the island with its 707 acres of 
playground, there are many other spots set aside 
within the city as rest and recreation places. Most 
notable among these are Grand Circus Park, in 
the very heart of the shopping district, lying on 
either side of Woodward Avenue; Clark’s Park, 


in the western part of the city, containing up- 


wards of one hundred acres, and Palmer Park, 
north of the city and beyond the village of High- 
land Park, somewhat larger. 

It has been planned to give visitors an auto 
ride, and no city of the middle west offers so 
great a variety of interesting things to see than 
Detroit. The roads both in and out of the city

are excellent ; in fact the longest stretch of paved 
road in the world runs from Grosse Pointe 
through the city to Flat Rock, Michigan. 

Among the beautiful spots easily reached by 
auto are Grosse Pointe Farms, on the shore of 
Lake St. Clair; the Bloomfield Hills via Wood- 
ward Avenue to a group of inland lakes; or out 
Michigan Avenue to Ypsilanti and Ann Arbor, 
through a well cultivated farming country. Or 
for the man from the more remote parts of the 
country a ten minute ride on one of the numer- 
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ous ferries will land you in fair Canada, domain 
of King George. You land at the pretty city of 
Windsor, Ontario, a typical Canadian town and 
a mecca for thousands of travelers from the 
United States. From Windsor up along the 
river front and through Walkerville you reach 
the famous resorts of. the Tecumseh township, 
where fish and frog dinners reign supreme and 
many pleasant hours can be spent roaming among 
the trees, cooled by the breezes from St. Clair; or, 
one can, if he choose, go down the river from 
Windsor and in addition to the truly wonderful 
view of industrial Detroit lying a mile away 
across the river, eventually reach that sleepy old 
half-French half-Canadian city of Amherstburg.

Hotels are here in profusion ; not merely stop- 
ping places, but real homes where service has been 
reduced to a science. Chief among these are the 
Statler, Tuller, Pontchartrain, Cadillac, Griswold, 
and Charlevoix. Of all the good ones, however, 
the Statler as the home of the Detroit Club has 
been chosen as the headquarters of the conven- 
tion and here will be held the sessions of the In 
ternational body as well as the annual banquet. 

And now just a few facts about this wonder 
ful city that are well worth remembering : 

The population is growing at the rate of about 
40,000 per year. 

The city covers an area of 50.26 square miles. 

It has thirty-eight public parks, one of the 
most beautiful boulevards of the world circling 
the city about three miles from the center and 
both ends resting, as it were, upon the river. 

Detroit also claims to lead in the production 
of automobiles, not the least known being the 
Ford; varnish mfgrs., auto accessories, adding 
machine output, pharmaceutical mfgrs., alumi- 
num castings, the largest non-proprietary medi- 
cine mfgrs. in the world, largest exclusive sheet, 
copper and brass rolling mills, and her greatest 
pride is that she leads in the manufacture of 
stoves. 

In conclusion let me add that there are twelve 
branch and one hundred and four contract post- 
offices, twelve foreign consular offices, eleven 
miles of river frontage, the finest fleet of excur- 


sion boats in the world, carrying millions of pas- 
sengers yearly; one hundred and seventy-three 
public schools and eighty-five other educational 
institutions ; thirty-two theaters and one hundred 
and fifty photoplay houses. 

And, finally, to enable you to see these won- 
derful things in comfort and in the time allotted, 
there are seven hundred and fifty-seven miles of 
paved streets. 

You, your wife and family should make your 
reservations early for we expect fully 1,500 Ki- 
wanians will be there by the 17th of May.

Dr. F. E. Cobb, who runs him neck and neck and 
also belongs to our club; John Hoppin, of the 
well known firm of Esterly & Hoppin, about 
whom others say, ‘What John Hoppin does not 
know about insurance is not worth knowing.’ 

“We organized here November 29, 1916. 
Every meeting is full of ‘pep, paprika and ginger,’ 
and shows a decided increase in attendance. By 
a unanimous vote of the members at the March 
6th meeting our Club went on record as being in 
hearty favor of President Wilson’s policy on 
present big questions, and a telegram was dis- 
patched to the President to that effect. Our Sec- 
retary says: ‘We surely ought to fill out the char- 
ter membership within the next ten days.’ 

“St. Paul, the other twin, not Siamese, but 
separated by the father of waters, the Mississippi, 
was organized January 5, 1917, and the organiza- 
tion work is being conducted by Deputy John E. 
Rohde, who organized Racine, Wis. The officers 
are: President, Dan I. York, connected with the 
well known insurance firm, William B. Joyce & 
Co.; Vice-President, Robert D. Dinwiddie— 
everybody knows ‘Bob,’ represents the famous 
N. Y. Central R. R.; R. W. Bradfield, of the Fed- 
eral Advertising Co., ‘Direct by Mail,’ is Secre- 
tary ; Edward J. Bishop, The Chartered Account- 
ant of the city, is Treasurer; E. D. Williams, the 
black diamond expert of the E. D. Williams Coal 
Co.; John M. Thorne, of the well known N. Y. 
Life Insurance Co.; H. P. Fahnstock, of the 
Northwestern Fuel Co., another black diamond 
expert; Dr. G. O. Orr, the leading dentist of the 
city, and Dr. John B. Bemis, the leading Osteo- 
pathic Physician of the city, are also on the direc- 
torate. 

“The St. Paul Club have said they would fill 
their charter before the Minneapolis Club did, so 
I have had to stick to my knitting and only visit 
them once in a while.

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SALESMANSHIP

ALESMANSHIP is well defined as being 
“the art of right selling.” 
Into every line of business, or pro- 
fession for that matter, eventually enters 
the equation of salesmanship. 

\ll Commercial or Professional success de- 
pends largely upon the salesman and his ability to 
handle the goods; I am, of course, speaking of 
products having a real merit; and here let me say 
in passing that all goods must be made right to 
hold the future and earn satisfaction for you and 
your house. 

Presuming, however, that you handle a clean, 
legitimate line, then the essentials that make a 
successful salesman seem to be summed up in: 


Confidence, 
Personality, 
Character, 
Tact, 
Determination, 


Pluck. 


In fact, all the virtues which make for the suc- 
cessful contact with our fellowman. 

These are acquired or natural gifts and each 
in its turn embodies a different element. 

Confidence is the direct result of the success- 
ful consummation of many small tasks. 

Personality is more often than not a natural 
gift, and fortunate indeed is he who possesses an 
engaging one. 

Character is the direct outgrowth of clear 
thinking, sincere actions, square play, fair deal- 
ing. ' 

Tact can be acquired only through constant 
contact with the many different types of men who 
make up the world. 

Determination 1s acquired only by meeting 
every discouragement with a smile and refusing 
to be rebuffed. 

Pluck again can only be acquired by the 
strengthening of the moral stamina; it might well 
be called “courage.” 

To a young man beginning a career of sales- 
manship and to the old timer, too, I would say 
that successful salesmanship consists of utilizing 
every atom of force you possess in a variety of 
ways. 

It isn’t the territory that gets the orders. It’s 
the man. 

You have doubtless heard the story about the 
soldier who broke his sword in a battle. It is an 
old one but worth remembering. It goes that the 


soldier fighting in a half-hearted way finally had 
his sword snapped off in the middle and seeing 
this he “beat it,” saying, “I couldn’t do anything 
with it now anyway.” But near to him was a fel- 
low soldier who had been attempting to defend 
himself with a very short dagger ; seeing the half 
sword lying almost at his feet he gave a whoop 
of joy, grabbed it and sailed into his own oppo- 
nent so heartily that he quickly put him to rout. 

Some men can do more with half a sword than 
others with a whole arsenal of weapons; and in 
the selling game we often throw away opportuni- 
ties that another man would find it impossible to 
fail with. 

And this leads me to speak of opportunity. 
James J. Hill, the wonderful Empire builder of 
the West, once said, “It will come, at some time, 
to every man; then it depends upon himself— 
what he shall have made of himself—what he 
makes of it, and what it makes of him.” 

It knocks, it is said, “once at every man’s 
door,” but the fellow inside has no right to expect 
the panels to be kicked in, and you, Mr. Sales- 
man, will best not wait inside at all. Your only 
hope to catch a glimpse of old man opportunity is 
to get out into the street and do a lot of active 
hustling up and down. If you just keep going 
Opportunity will finally seek you out and luck 
break your way. 

Luck is not to be depended upon, however ; 
Pluck will get you farther along in a week than 
Luck will in a year: 

It takes Determination to sell, but as an old 
saw has it: 

“The man with Pluck who has the sense to see 

Can make of himself what he wants to be. 

If he will off with his coat and pitch right in 

The man with Pluck can’t help but win.” 

If you get an idea, work it; hammer at it and 
don't give it up. With a reasonable amount of 
Pluck you will win. Make a noise about it; you 
know that back of every locomotive whistle is 
steam. Get your pressure up! Put in the punch 
and sail in! 

And don’t lose sight of this: Punch is vital- 
ized energy; it is Vigor, Pep, Personality, Per- 
sistency and Pugnacity, all done up in the same 
package. The man with it never knows defeat, 
all of which reminds me of a story I heard some 
time ago. It seems that a certain man going 
through one of the big Military Hospitals came 
across a patient from one of the Irish regiments, 
who was terribly injured. To the Orderly the 
visitor said, “That is a bad case; what are you 
going to do with him?” “He is going back,” re- 
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plied the Orderly. “Back!” said the visitor, in 
surprise. “Yes,” said the Orderly ; “he thinks he 
knows who did it.” 

If you don't land your man the first time, go 
back! 

Don’t forget that while a lost sale holds down 
your profit by a definite amount an unsatisfactory 
one is a liability. 

3y a strange kink in human nature every lost 
sale will be told to dozens of the Prospects’ 
friends ; a successful one is seldom mentioned. 

Above all things, love your line; you cannot 
be successful with one that you don’t believe in. 

We are an energetic people; we work hard, 
we specialize, and you will note that the man who 
is not wrapped up in his business is an indifferent 
success: the fellow who works from a sense of 
duty or from necessity is not happy in his work 
and cannot be successful. It is up to him to get 
a different viewpoint of life even if he has to 
change his job. 

These essentials, coupled with a knowledge of 
your goods and human nature, will make you a 
successful salesman. 

Above all things, know your line. Be able to 
size up your prospect. Keep your mind on the 
job, not on your self, and refrain from talking too 
much. Remember the Gentle Cynic, “Many a 
man unfortunately retains control of his tongue 
long after he has lost his head.” 

When you size up a prospect don’t classify 
him as a “Prince” or a “Grouch;” on the con- 
trary, learn something of psychology ; learn a lit- 
tle of physiognomy and be able to judge of his 
temperament. 

In a broad, general way I should classify my 
prospect in one of five ways, each type requiring 
a different method of procedure, but each salable 
if properly handled. 

Judging from the physical standpoint, I would 
say that they are either Phlegmatic, Nervous, San- 
guine, Cautious, or Dull. 

The phlegmatic man is generally heavy fea- 
tured, slow of speech, a deliberate thinker; he 
presents an opportunity for a careful, detailed 
presentation of facts governing the case. 

The nervous type is usually slender, a live 
wire ; he thinks rapidly and a chance word brings 


to his mind with lightning quickness a dozen 
ideas ; not all of them upon the subject in hand. 
Reach him, get his attention and hold it by a 
string of tersely presented statements, each of 
which leaves something to his imagination; let 
him develop the idea in his own brain. 

Again the sanguine man is a cheerful, genial 
fellow with an abundance of vitality ; snap, vigor, 
straight-from-the-shoulder talk, and brevity will 
win him faster than any other method. 

The cautious man, the fellow who listens at- 
tentively and is unemotional, cannot be carried 
by a “line of talk.” Rely on your goods for this 
sale. 

The dull man, usually hopeless, might be 
summed up as a man “whose face has no story to 
tell, upon which no line is written save perhaps a 
date.” You may land him but he is usually sorry 
within ten minutes after you are gone and will 
cancel the order if he thinks he can get away 
with it. 

After classifying your prospect, “buck” in. If 
he talks “no money,” forget it! He spends on 
other things; he will on yours if you make him 
want it hard enough! 

Watch your prospect as you talk; note the 
effect of your words upon him and say to your- 
self, “Is there something undone or unsaid that 
I can now do or say that will force home the point 
[ want to make?” 

Don’t curse a grouch. 

Don't pull a long face. 

Don't talk war. 

Shovel coal! Get your brakes off and don’t 
hold back the train of business. 

Don’t be like Johnson of the C. & O. Brown 
was on the road as brakeman for several years 
and finally one day when he was reported sick, 
Johnson was sent in to take his place. The load 
was light on the first trip out but they had a hard 
pull up the grade; the old engine snorted, puffed, 
hesitated and at last with a final groan reached the 
summit. 

“Gee!” said the engineer, “I thought she 
would never make it this time.” 

Said Johnson: “I'll tell you one thing; if I 
hadn’t kept that brake on hard all the way up, I 
believe we would have slipped back again.”

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LIFE INSURANCE 


By S. B. LINDSAY 


WHAT? It is the only sure method of 


capitalizing the income producing 
value of the life of the bread-winner and of in- 
demnifying the loss of that value to the dependent 
family in case of premature death. Hence, every 
man who has dependents and whose death would 
involve financial loss should be a believer in PRE- 
PAREDNESS. 
HOW? The How of insurance is a very in- 

* teresting study in evo- 

lution. It is essentially a thing of 
civilization. The last fifty years 
have shown great progress in all 
branches of insurance, so that to- 
day the idea of protection has be- 
come universal. Twenty-five years 
ago it was common to hear the 
complaint that life insurance was an 
attempt to interfere with the will of 
God, but the men who advanced this 
argument did not trust God for their 
fire insurance! This was bought 
and paid for religiously. To-day 
the need of life insurance as a pro- 
tection is considered as necessary as 
fire insurance. The state is begin- 
ning to recognize the insurance 
idea. Workmen’s compensation laws 
are being passed in the various 
states, which practically compel the 
employers of labor to insure their 
employees against loss by accident incurred in 
the course of their employment. Compulsory 
health insurance is agitated. Employers of labor 
are taking group insurance for their employees as 
a means of attaching them to the company and 
of providing for their dependents in case of loss. 

In the development of the insurance idea a 
great many serious mistakes have been made. A 
system of fraternal or lodge insurance, while it 
has, without question, accomplished a great deal 
of good, has also, through its inadequate rates and 
consequent failure to furnish permanent insur- 
ance, been the means of a great deal of harm. 
The fundamental ideas underlying the fraternal 
system were erroneous. Experience has been a 
great teacher, but the lessons have been paid for 
dearly. A man can not get something for noth- 
ing, and an adequate premium is necessary if the 
protection is to be safe and permanent. 

An adequate premium means that if a pre- 
mium is to be adequate for life, more money is to 
be collected annually in the early years than is 
necessary to pay the claims in order to establish 
a reserve which (set aside and improved by a

fair rate of interest) will offset the increase in 
mortality as men get older and the death rate in- 
creases. This is called a legal reserve, and every 
life insurance company operating on a legal re- 
serve basis has safeguards thrown around it by 
the state laws which preclude the possibility of 
disaster or failure. The life insurance company 
is as securely entrenched and safeguarded as a 
savings bank. Fraternal insurance is a house built 
on sand. Legal reserve insurance is 
a house built on the rock. Buying 
fraternal insurance is like hiring a 
bark canoe for five cents to ferry 
across Niagara River, when abso- 
lutely safe passage can be pur- 
chased for ten cents ‘in a duly li- 
censed and government inspected 
ferry boat. When a man agrees that 
life insurance is necessary for him 
to carry he should be sufficiently in- 
formed to know that it can be safely 
and permanently secured in only one 
place—a legal reserve life insurance 
company, operating under the strict 
supervision of the best insurance 
laws. 
WHY? In describing what life 
“ insurance is, in the first 
paragraph we gave, in concrete 
form, the reason for insurance. Un- 
der this paragraph this thought will 
be amplified. Addressing a convention of bankers 
the late J. J. Hill said: “You deal with wealth in 
its most condensed and universal form. That 
wealth is the slow accretion of many centuries. 
It changes its form and occupation with wonder- 
ful facility ; but so slight at all times is the margin 
between the world’s production and its consump- 
tion that its savings have been acquired almost as 
slowly and painfully as the miser’s hoard. Prac- 
tically only a few months lie between a universal 
cessation of production and the destruction of the 
human race by starvation.” In this paragraph of 
8o words Mr. Hill has preached a powerful insur- 
ance sermon and unmistakably points to the ne- 
cessity of adequate protection. 

The percentage of men who can accumulate 
during life an amount of capital sufficient to 
leave their families in possession of a comfort- 
able income is continually diminishing. In fact, 
statistics show that 97% of the persons who reach 
the age of 65 are dependent on relatives or others 
than themselves for support. In the stress of 
competition in modern life, with its ever increas- 
ing tendency toward centralization, the smaller 
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manufacturers .and tradesmen are being steadily 
forced into larger combinations and the number 
of men who are compelled to occupy salaried posi- 
With the 


progress of time, more and more men will be 


tions is growing greater every year. 


called upon to solve the problem of insuring the 
financial welfare of wife and children after death 
shall have removed the wage earner. To do this 
out of an income limited by these conditions is 
indeed a problem, and the only certain means 
accomplishing the desired object is life insurance. 

That is, out of 57 or more varie- 
WHICH? ties or plans, which shall [ select ? 
This depends on the object in view. The perma- 
nent form of life insurance which furnishes the 
maximum of protection at a minimum of cost can 
be secured by the Annual Life policy. This plan 
offers the greatest scope for men aiming to create 
a substantial estate. The premiums are payable 
during the entire life time. Next in order and 
perhaps first .in popularity is the limited payment 
policy, full paid in 10, 15, or 20 years. The 20 
payment life policy is the most attractive and suit- 
able to a man who desires to distribute the cost 
of his insurance over a period of years long 
enough not to make the annual premiums a bur- 
den, yet short enough to enable the payments to 
be completed during the years in which a man is 
most apt to enjoy health and to exercise the activ- 
ity necessary to make him successful. 

Inasmuch as protection and not investment is 
the prime factor in life and limited payment life 
policies, the question of conserving the interests 
of the beneficiaries is an important one. This can 
best be done in the majority of cases by stipulat- 
ing that the beneficiary shall receive a monthly 
installment during hfe. Large lump sum settle- 
ments are not certain to carry out the intention of 
the insured. Incompetence and inexperience in 
the handling of money, get rich quick schemes, 
poor investments recommended by interested 
friends, too frequently dissipate the proceeds of 
the lump sum policy. 

The Twenty Year Endowment plan is pre- 
ferred by many. This plan not only furnishes 
protection to one’s family but creates a sinking 
fund for old age. The purchaser of this contract 
finds that he has not only provided an estate for 
those he may leave behind in case of death but 


has assured an annual income for himself. A 
great many men object to the “Die to Win” insur- 
ance. This plan enables the holder to “live and 
win.” There are many other attractive endow- 
ment plans running twenty-five, thirty or thirty- 
five years, or maturing at a definite age, sixty, 
sixty-five, seventy, or seventy-five. So that a 
man may select the plan that will best serve his 
individual needs. 

One of the most attractive policies that has 
been issued in late years is the policy providing 
insurance to age sixty-five, at which time the in- 
surance feature ceases and the insured has a 
choice of a savings account in excess of the orig- 
inal face of the policy; or, beginning at sixty-five 
an annuity for life. This contract is for the man 
who wants life insurance to-day but is not satis- 
fied with securing a policy which provides only 
for his present need (that of protecting his fam- 
ily), but he further requires that in his contract 
there shall be a provision whereby he, himself, 
may derive the benefit if he lives to the time when 
he may become dependent on account of old age. 
Experience not only proves that the need for in- 
surance as a protection for the family has practi- 
cally ceased at sixty-five, but also shows that an 
assured income or provision for the balance of 
life is a man’s most urgent need. The cost of this 
insurance at the younger ages is little more than 
that charged for an Ordinary Life policy, while 
at the higher ages the cost would approximate the 
premiums charged for an endowment policy. For 
the majority of men this would seem to be the 
“ne plus ultra” of life insurance underwriting.
